tractors will rob tho city. 


The object of this movement is to 


jive us more smooth-paved streets at 
a mm:h lower cost tlian we can get it 
done hy the street department and to 
give the city iis money's worth in 
street construction. 
At the present 


time the city can gel remit, granite 
block paving done for about $3 per 
square yard and can get the granite 
block paving done at perhaps $1 or 
J4.50.per'yard, such as cost more lhan 
twice ns much wlien done by the 
street department. 


How can this Injure lahnr? Let the 


employes of tho department bo put to 
work on repairing the streets that are 
cut up by traffic. There aro 105 miles 
of street In Lowell in very poor con- 
dition; 38 miles 1n fair condition, and 
19 miles in good or very good condi- 
tion. Year after year an appeal was 
made to the street department to put 
repair gangs to work; but Jn no case. 
was a repair gang put on and kepi 
at work In a systematic manner. Had 
that simple expedient been adopted, 
our streets would not be cut up 
they arc today. Tho condition Is so 
bad now thai It will require the entire 
department to do repair work while 
the contractors arc 
laying 
smooth 


paving. By that means wo can soon 
have first class streets In every par*. 
of the city. 

This can be accomplished only If 
the permanent paving Jobs be dona 
by contract.

How can this injure labor? Lot Iha 


employes of ths department be put to 
work on repairing tlio streets that are 
cut,up by traffic. There are 105 mllea 
of street In Lowell In very poor con- 
dition; 3S miles In fair condition,-anti 
19 mllea In good or very good condi- 
tion. Year after year an appeal was 
made to the street department to put 
repair gangs to work; but In no case 
.was a repair gang put on and kep'. 
at work In a systematic manner. Hail 
that simple, expedient been adopted. 
our streets would not be cut up na 
they are today. Tho condition Is so 
.bad now that It will require the entire 


; 
department to do repair work whllo 
Ihe contractors are

' paving. By that means we can soon 
• have first class streets In every part
